The Passing Show 
Bu J. S. COWPER 


Refreshed after a carefree vacation, and 
with a pile of letters from readers to be an- 
swered, I must thank the many friends who 
have expressed sympathy with your chronicler 
in finding himself doomed to pay a fine of $100 
or do three days’ hard labor for reports of a 
recent damage action against 
Premier Brownlee. The pre- 
siding judge—without speci- 
fying the particulars of their 
offence—adjudged them to be 
a contempt of his court. 

The jury found that Pre- 
mier Brownlee had seduced 
the girl complainant, but the 
judge held that in so doing 
the late premier of Alberta 
had not impaired her health 
J. S. Cowper or earning power, or her 
ability to render service for her parents. Ac- 
cordingly he doomed the girl and her father 
to pay the costs of the action they had brought 
~—including the costs of the seducer in defend- 
ing the action. 

Until the finding as to liability for costs is 
varied by a higher court we must assume that 
it is sound law. If so, it is pecuniarily better 
in an Alberta court of justice, to be a seducer 
than an outraged parent. It is a situation which, 
be it never so sound as court law, outrages com- 
mon conceptions of natural justice. 


I'd promised to tell about my holiday cruise 
in B. C. waters, but must defer that till to- 
morrow, to acknowledge some of the letters and 
telegrams that arrived during my absence. From 
Moose Jaw, Jack Shirley wired: 

“Leighton in 1630, at the order of the 
Star Chamber, was whipped at the pillory, 
had his ears lopped and nostrils slit, and 
was branded on both cheeks “S.S.” to sig- 
nify “Stirrer of Sedition.” Wilkes started 
the fight for the freedom of the press in 
1763. It is up to you to carry the torch. 
The Fourth Estate has its martyrs, like 
Christianity.” 

That's a good example of sound history and 
a totally wrong conclusion. If anybody has to 
do work on the rockpile for liberty’s sake, I'll 
nominate the managing editor. He'd make a 
more heroic figure with a sledge hammer than 
I. Mine is not the sort of beauty that could be 
improved by lopped ears and slit nostrils. What 
are managing editors for, anyway? 


As a matter of fact, I did urge the publisher 
of The Buletin not to pay my fine, but to let 
me do the three days’ hard at Fort Saskatche- 
wan. But it wasn't from any urge to pose as a 
martyr. It was from a lowdown newspaper 
man’s instinct to get behind the bars at Fort 
Saskatchewan, and parade with the lockstep 
squad long enough to gather up sufficient copy 
for a series of articles on inside conditions at 
Fort Saskatchewan Jail I nearly had Mr. 
Campbell converted to the idea, but he con- 
cluded I'd be more useful to the paper in Court 
for the remainder of the trial than behind the 
bars at the Fort. 

There's something to be said for the quiet 
life. No doubt I'll have lots of chances later 
on to go behind the bars, either as a torch- 
bearer for press liberty, or as a newspaperman 
with a bump of curiosity. 

That was a fine discrimination shown by His 
Lordship, in valuating my liberty at $33.34 a 
day and that of the publisher at only $30 a day. 
Perhaps the judicial hint will not be lost on the 
business office when the salary list comes up for 
revision. 


From Regina, Mr. Bram Thompson, K.C., 
former editor of a law journal and well-known 
constitutional lawyer who played so great a 
part in the fight for the return of Saskachewan’s 
natural resources, wrote expressing his aston- 
ishment that Mr. Justice Ives had not furnished 
particulars of our offences to Mr. Campbell and 
myself, and had not given us an opportunity to 
make apology or enter a defence. He says: 

“Mr. Justice Ives seems to have com- 
mitted a contempt of Court himself. Judges 
are not the Court. They are the instru- 
ments of the law. They commit a contempt 
of the Court in which they are presiding 
when they act autocratically, or violate any 
of the great principles of Civil Right which 
appertain to every individual citizen. 

“Before committing or fining for con- 
tempt a judge is obliged to state what he 
deems to be the offence and to hear any ex- 
planation, defence or apology which the 
accused may offer. A contempt of Court 
is always atoned for by an explanation, 
accompanied by an apology. 

“According to the newspaper reports, 
you were denied the opportunity to purge 
your offence. This places the Judge in the 
attitude of a partizan. In that character 
all he said or did was in contempt of the 
King, whose delegate he is: of the Court 
in which he sits and of the majesty of the 
Law which far transcends the individual 
whimsies of a Judge.” 

. 

So far as the man in the street 
(not to mention the woman in the house), I 
suppose the Brownlee case was the most sen- 
sational in the history of the West—eclipsing 
even the astonishing evidence tendered in the 
domestic action of a brother-Minister a year 
before. 

Booking passage to Vancouver the day after 
tne action ended, I heard a farmer-looking 
chap telling another the “inside story” of the 
case. Naturally I listened in. “I've known all 
about it, all along,” he asserted 

According to this chap, it was a stock-brok- 
ing corporation, convicted of keeping a bucket 
shop, that was the rea) seducer. So far as I 
could make out the corporation had disguised 
itself and impersonated the defendant. 

Two days after I reached Vancouver, I met 
an old friend See you were in Edmonton,” 
he said. “D'yer ever hear the real low-down 
on that case?”

| “Sick” Gall Bladders 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Many people over forty, especially women, 
are troubled with “sick” gall bladders. The gall 
bladder is a pouch found under the liver and 
attached to it, the purpose of the gall bladder 
being to act as a small reservoir for bile, which 
slowly flows from the liver into it. From the 
gall bladder the bile is fed 
into the intestine, when it is 
needed for digestion. A nor- 
mal gall bladder is about 
three or more inches long, is 
pear-shaped, and holds about 
one ounce of fluid. Between 
the gall bladder and the in- 


testine is a duct or canal, 
through which the bile 
drains; the lining of this 


canal is folded and twisted. 
A “sick” gall bladder may

refer to an inflammation or enlargement of the 
gall sac itself, or the symptoms may arise from 


a blocking of the duct. An enlargement of the 
gall bladder is usually due to an inflammation 
of the duct conveying the bile to the intestine. 
You can readily see that, if the duct becomes 
swollen and inflamed, it will interfere with the 
flow of bile, and consequently the bile accum- 
ulates in the gall bladder, and this organ en- 
larges. Bile is retained in the gall bladder and 
the liver is unable to discharge its continually 
forming bile. This brings on biliousness, head- 
ache, nausea, indigestion and jaundice. 

An inflammation of the gall bladder may 
frequently exist with or without the presence 
of gall stones. Where the stones are present 
they may irritate the gall bladder further, lead- 
ing to an acute attack of inflamed gall bladder, 
where they are not yet present, the inflamma- 
tion of the gall bladder will pre-dispose toward 
their formation in the future. 

The cause of a “sick” gall bladder 
found in any condition which holds back the 


may be 


free flow of bile. Stooping over for long 
periods, prolapsus, too little exercise, sitting 
position during working hours, constipation 


and over-eating are common causes. 

The symptoms of a “sick” gall bladder are 
many and yaried; often the patient has no idea 
that his difficulties are coming from this organ. 
The gall bladder which does not function 
properly can be a serious menace to one’s health 
as the entire system may be poisoned day after 
day by the retained bile. Patients who have 
felt under par for years, suffering with enerva- 
tion, low blood pressure, slow pulse, billiousness 
and indigestion will find that curing the gall 
bladder trouble will bring about results often 
remarkable. 

The surgical treatment for this condition is 
an operation to explore the gall bladder, drain 
it, and break up any adhesions which may have 
formed around it. While this operation may be 
necessary and helpful in certain cases, my 
experience in my private practice has shown 
me that the largest majority of these cases can 
be cured through fasting and dieting. It is first 
a question of cleaning out the liver and gall 
bladder through fasting and restricted diet, then 
teaching the patient how to live so that his gall 
bladder will not again become “sick.” 

The first step in the treatment is the olive 
oil and fruit juice regimen. Just before retiring 
the patient usually takes four ounces of olive 
oil, together with four ounces of grapefruit 
juice, lemon or orange juice. The oil and juice 
must be beaten up together so that they are 
emulsified as well as possible. This should be 
taken on one night, or several nights, being fol- 
lowed by a fast on orange juice, grapefruit juice 
or lemon juice. The fast and olive oil treatment 
will in many cases accomplish a thorough 
cleansing of the gall bladder duct 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mr. Elbert J. writes: “I am 24 
and have had an enlarged gland in my neck 
since I was five. It is about the size of a pea; 
it causes me no trouble, but I do not like the 
looks of it. Sometimes when I have a cold, it is 
larger. Should I have it removed by surgery?” 

ANSWER—The enlarged gland is probably 
an over-distended lymph node which gets larger 
when you have a cold due to the increased 
amount of water carried by the lymphatic cir- 
culation. This enlarged gland can doubtless be 
reduced through treatments and a careful diet, 
or it can at least be kept from getting any 


larger. If it is removed surgically, there will 
be an added burden on the other lymphatic 
glands which usually then enlarge, creating 


more trouble 

QUESTION—“Troubled” writes: “I would 
like to know if these symptoms indicate serious 
heart trouble: Often get pains in heart if I exert 
myself, sleep very poorly, feel dizzy, pulse is 
feeble and slow, breathing difficult, very 
exhausted after waking up and a dull pain in 
the region of heart. This happens mostly after 
a strenuous day but have it even when taking 
it easy.” 

ANSWER—The symptoms you’ mention 
might be due to some form of heart trouble. 
The only way to find out would be to have an 
examination from a competent diagnostician 
The symptoms might also be produced by other 
conditions, among them a gas pocket in the 
intestines that presses the diaphragm up against 
the heart

On this date, in 1853, the corner 
stone was laid of the famous Vic- 
toria tubular bridge over the St. 
Lawrence at Montreal. Its de- 
signer was Robert Stephenson 
the eminent English engineer, the 
contractors were Peto and Bras- 
sey, the latter afterwards the 
famous Lord Brassey.

ough investigation it was found 
that the Proprietary Articles 
Trade Association was an organ- 
ization which had operated and 
was likely to operate to the 
detriment of and against the 
interest of the public. It was a 
combine and prohibited by the 
Combines Investigation Act. 


Those who arg interested in the 
proposed code should certainly 
scrutinize this decision, though 
the language used in the present 
draft code may be different from 
that used in the constitution of 
the Proprietary Articles Trade 
Association, the avowed object is 
the same, to set retail prices. 


During the course of this investi- 
gation it was found that the only 
person benefitted by the P.A.T.A. 
was the small retailer and that the 
wholesaler and manufacturer usu- 
ally suffered loss. It was argued 
that this form of regulation dis-

It would seem that there is not 
enough in business to go around, 
that price-cutting is a bait to 
have the purchaser from one 
place of business to the other, the 
loss (if any) made ‘up by selling 
him some other goods. For this 
sad state of business the code is 
offered as an alternative to in- 
creased purchase power. 

Perhaps a better and more 
workable form of regulation and 
control would be to limit by 
license the number who may 
take part in business

dence given by G. G. McGeer, K.C., M.L.A., of 
Vancouver, before the Banking Committee of 
the House of Common T} evidence has been 
published in part before, but this is the first 
time it has ever been give n its entirety by 


any newspaper. The article started in the June 
26 issue of The Builetin—EDITOR 


When we wanted to build ships or to do 
any of the things that were necessary to bring 
war supplies into being, we definitely raised 
the price; but if you will examine what you 
can get today as compared with what you could 
get for the same money in 1800, you will realize 
that with the increased vol- 
ume of purchasing power, 
the volume of production in- 
creased We buy automo- 
biles very cheaply today only 
because there are enough 
people in the world buying 
automobiles to make mass 
production of that extremely 
costly article a possibility. We 
can get units of travel on 
ships and railways and in 
hotels that a king’s ransom i ff A 
could not buy 100 years ago 
That low level of prices on G.G brecen, 
both the quantity and quality K.C, M.L.A. 
that we can get today is the result of an 
increasing volume of purchasing power. Very 
nearly every one of your pre-war academic 
theories are just as unsound as “the quantity 
theory of money.” The Macmillan commission 
do point out that when governments expand 
and increase purchasing power, prices that are 
very low due to depression, will rise: but they 
do not mean that of ne cessity the increased 
volume of purchasing power will raise prices 
and not lower them; because mass production 
and competition have always in the long run 
reduced the unit cost to the consumer. 


Now, when we comé to the question of con- 
trolling prices, the thing which we formerly 
left to unbridled competition, and which we 
find out is not working, we find that the Mac- 
millan committee in section 24 and 210 say 


There is nothing inherently impractical 
in the exercise of the government's power 
to deliberately control the price level. We 
should be ready to attempt the task and to 
gain experience by practice 
In section 340 they say: 


If the view could be generally accepted 
that gold reserves today are held s: lely to 
meet temporary deficiencies in the balance 
of international payments, and if. their 
amounts were determined by what was rea- 
sonably necessary for this purpose, this 
would be the greatest safeguard we can 
imagine against the risks of a future short- 
age in the supplies of gold relative to the 
natural growth of the world’s money 
income, for international purposes. 


When they come to deal with this depres- 
sion and I think when you read and study the 
Macmillan committee report you will have to 
remember this, that it was written along about 
the time when it was not known whether Eng- 
land could or could not stay on the gold stand- 
ard. Within two months of the filing of the 
report England was forced off the gold standard 
and it is because of that fact the addendum 
Signed by McKenna and Keynes and other 
mern be takes on an added significance; but 
right in the main report you find this view: 


T vicious circle is complete. The 
decline of new enterprise has re-acted 
adversely on profits and prices, and the low 
level of prices stands in the way of new 
enterprise. It is for this reason that some 
of us th that in the domestic field it may 
be necessary to invoke government enter- 
prise to break the vicious circle. 


The British government is moving with 
national credit to stabilize the pound in inter- 
national world markets. They are contemplat- 
ing all manner of public works and public 
enterprises, the electrification of railways, 
drainage and slum clearances are now begin- 
ning to be undertaken just in exactly the same 
way that the president of the United States, to 
cle there, moved to put 
ion by promoting a great

that the committee pointed out in 1931 would 
be necessary. 


Here is the most important point, I think, 
in their whole report: 

A study of history would, we believe, 
-onfirm the opinion that it is in the changes 
in the level of prices and in the consequen- 
tial alteration of the position of debtors and 
creditors, entrepreneurs and workers, peas- 
ants and the tax gatherer, that the main 
secret of social trouble is to be found 


If then, upon those conclusions of the latest 
text book on modern economy we can build 
for Canada a monetary structure, a system of 
Planned economy that can stabilize the price 
leve) and eliminate those disastrous cycles, we 
probably will be doing something that will not 
only be a lead which the other nations of the 
British Empire can take, but as the outstanding 
overseas dominion of the British Empire, we 
will probably be able to do something to place 
the British Empire back in that leadership 
which will save this world from the disaster 
which must follow if pagan rule assumes con- 
trol. And I propose to draw your attention to 
the possibilities of taking these recently defined 
Principles in the Macmillan report and convert- 
ing them into practical political action, In that 
connection I wish to submit to the committee 
a bill which I have drawn. Let me say, Mi 
Chairman, that after some 20 years as a public 
man, some of which has been spent in the legis- 
lature, I quite appreciate that the bill I have 
drawn would have to be submitted to revision 
It is not submitted as a final piece of legisla- 
tion; it is merely submitted as a basis, indicat- 
ing the type and form of legislation that is 
required to put into effect the principles I have 
quoted, In trying to get my own ideas down 
to the point where I could convey them to 
others, I looked about for a practical analogy

If you have purchasing power flowing 
freely into a social system through the distri- 
bution of wages, you cannot have anything but 
B00d times, because wage earners spend their 
money.

the weekly pay cheque, that provides the nec 
sities and comforts of the workers’ homes. That 
is, and always will be, the basis of real pros- 
perity in any nation. Water in an_ irrigation 
System must have a continuity of supply. You 
must have the means of putting it where, and 
when it is needed, and then in most cases it 
will run away itself, which credit will not d 
Credit has a tendency to accumulate and people 
fear, as a result of the accumulating power of 
money and credit and quite rightly recognize 
the danger of inflation; and I am not under- 
estimating the danger of an excessive volume 
of medium of exchange poured indiscriminately 
into the social system 


I think that this chart which I have drawn 
can portray how I would circulate in a continu- 
ous flow the medium of exchange that is neces- 


sary to maintain prosperity and in this plan I 


propose, I take away gold as a security for 
wealth, and I place the security for all wealth 
the purchasing power of money included, upon 
its real and proper foundation, the going con- 
cern activity of your social system. I give the 
government power to maintain the ZoiIng con- 
cern activity of thte social activities of the 
people. If we have an article and no one i 
using it, it will not have any value. If people 
Stopped using gold it would have no value 
It does not matter how much gold we have, 
if people stop using it as money it would 
drop to $2 an ounce overnight. If we have a 
pair of shoes on a shelf, they are only valuable 
because somebody is going to destroy them by 
wearing them. You have got to circulate your 
purchasing power, not against a fixed thing like 
gold, but you have got to circulate your pur- 
chasing power against the destruction of wealth. 
You have to provide the means by which the 
consumer can buy and destroy and buy again. 
That can be done, and by so doing you can 
maintain the going concern values, and real 
asset of business, of labor, and all accumuleted 
Savings, and you can re-establish the value and 
provincial bonds and stocks and bonds of 
private industry, because if you put our social 
life into action, that enormous volume of accu- 


mulated wealth the value of which is now in 
doubt, can be restored to active life and to price 
values. I do not think it is a difficult problem, 


if we are willing to assume the responsibilities 
that go with it. 


Our national mint is available The mint 
can do all that it is doing now. It can mint the 
copper coin, the silver coin, the nickle coin, and 
issue all the legal tender paper currency that is 
required to sustain the money system of Can- 
ada. It can take charge of all the gold and 
Silver that is required to maintain the séttle- 
ment of international balances of the mint is 
already available and is doing part of that work 
now. There is no revolution necessary to put 
your mint to work doing all the work in issuing 
both metal and paper currency for internal use, 
and managing your bullion reserves for inter- 
national use. Your national mint then provides 
your national bank with all the currency that 
it needs, both for the supply of government and 
for the supply of the merchant banking system. 


Your national bank then finances the gov- 
ernment, in exactly the same way that this 
bank that you are proposing by Bill 19 is goir g 
to issue money on a 25 per cent gold reserve 
You would issue money by authorizing your 
national bank to exercise the power of gov- 
ernment to create deposits and transfer them 
by cheque, you would issue to create national 
credits in a monetized form, instead of calling 
upon a private bank to monetize them as you 
do today. Did you ever stop to think what you 
do when you issue finance government today. 
You is 
them as a frozen asset. You cannot spend a 


> bonds carrying interest, but you issue 


bond because you cannot distribute it by a 
cheque, but you can take your bond into a bank 
and let the banker write a credit in his book, 
and then you can spend that bond, or its credit 
value, by writing cheques against the book- 
keeping system. Do you mean to tell me, that 
if you can do that in a private banking system 
that you cannot finance governments with 
national credits and national currency, issued 
through a national banking system? Of course 
you can, and the Macmillan committee, and 
even Alexander Hamilton in 1790, knew that 
you could do that. Ali right. Your govern- 
ment then is not limited for spending power. 
You do not have to ask people to live on a 
meagre allowance and to suffer destitution; you 
do not have to refuse your obligation to look 
after orphans, and see to it that a decent pen- 
sion system is provided for your pensioners; 
you do not have to be niggardly in providing 
for the economic security of your own people 
after they have attained the age when retire- 
ment should be their privilege. Governments 
controlling the credit wealth of the nation can 
take upon themselves the power to function, in 
the expression of the normal desire of men, to 
use the wealth of the nation in the service of 
humanity. Men say to me, That is all very nice, 
McGeer, but the government would spend a lot 
more money than they are spending today. Of 
course they would. You have not got a city in 
Canada from Halifax to Alberni, that is of a 
class A 20th Century standard, Your railways 
are below standard; you have obsolete machin- 
ery in every industry; your schools, your hos- 
pitals, your universities do not measure up to 
the standard that we should have in the 20th 
Century, Yes, we eould take every city in 
Canada and tear it down and rebuild it; and 
we would have to do that if we were going to 
attain 20th Century standards. And that would 
be a much better way of engaging the unem- 
ployed than the cause we are now pursuing 
Our serious unemployment today is not only 
in the men unable to exchange physical labor 
for a living. Our disastrous employment, Mr 
Chairman, is the unemployment of the available 
intelligence; it is the unemployment of the 
enormous plant and equipment that we have 
available to create the things that men need 
for the greater comfort and greater contentment. 


Can we finance progress and prosperity? 
There is something wrong with us if we cannot. 
Yes, they say, if you do what you propose, how 
would you handle the provincial situation? 
You have got nine provinces in the Dominion, 
each one jealous of its own autonomy, each one 
protecting itself, and unwilling to hand over to 
a national government the contro] of its internal 
economy
